FEW FOREIGNERS LEAVING, 


Little Fear Is Felt That Athens Will 
Be Endangered by the Com- 
ing Hostilities, 


Athens, March 8&—In view of the fact 
that the time allowed by the powers for 
Greece to withdraw her troops and her 
fieet from Greece is on the eve of expira- 
tion and that certainly the powers will be 
defied by King George, some of the foreign 
ministers here have recommended that all 
foreigners in Athens leave the city while 
they may do so in safety. 

This - reco endation has provoked an 
indignant protest from Athens newspapers, 
which declare that there Is not the slight- 
est danger, nor is there likely to be. 

The foreign residents have been inclined 
to take the view of the newspapers rather 
than that of the minister, and few, if any,

We learned that they would 
not assist us in any way and we did jgt 
hesitate in calling them traitors. 

“I have not the power to choke them 
or I would take great pleasure in doing 
so,” and here the gallant Greek clincned 
wae fist together to emphasize his mean- 
ng. 

“But before we sail for Greece I will call 
the name of each one separately and point 
him out and brand him as a traitor. We 
intend to take the name of Greek from 
them and call them only dogs. When 
they turned traitors and deserters of their 
cause they gave-up their hold on the name 
and protection of their country.”

N: B. Lanier Lying on His Deathbed, Two Bullets irom 
Perry's Pistol Piercing His Body. 


SHOT DOWN IN DeKALB COUNTY COURTHOUSE 


Perry Claims That Lanier Insulted and Attempted To Assault 
His Wife---Ordered Lanier To Leave Atlanta---Fol- 
lowed Him to Decatur and Will Now Be 
Held for Murder---Great 
Sensation, 


H. 8S. Perry, a commission merchant at 


1171 Kdgewood avenue, fired two shots at 


N. B. Lanier, in the DeKalb county court- 
house, at Decatur, this morning. 

Both of the balls took effect, one going 
through both lungs and the other pene- 


trating thé right leg, 
Perry is in the DeKalb county jail a 


prisoner. 

This wag Perry’s second attempt to take 
the life of Lanier this morning. At a few 
minutes past 8 o'clock both men were seen 
to get off the Georgia railroad train at 
Ingleside. Perry shot three times at Lan- 
ler, who began to run as soon as he stepped 


of the train. 
Both men were arrested by Deputy Sheriff 


Mitchell, who was at Ingleside, and brought 
to Decatur in a wogan. While in the wa- 
gon Perry made several eoffris to get at 
Lanier, but ‘three men deputized by Sheriff 
Mitchell held him back. 

Both men were carried into the caurt- 
“house Sid Shei Austin was sent’for: Be- 
fore he arrived Petry’ had freed himself 
from the men Who were holding’ him and 


shot twice at Lanier. 

‘The cause of the tragedy is over the wife 
@f Perry, who runs.a boarding house at 71 
Piedmont avenue. Lanier was one of the 
boarders, and it is claimed by the friends 
of Perry that he attempted to assault Mrs. 
Perryton Friday night. There is another 
story in circulation, that Perry thought his 
wife was unfaithful to him and got Lanier 
to watch her. They claim that Lanier 
went to Mrs. Perry and told her that her 
husband had asked him to watch her 
movements. The exact cause of the trouble

When asked for a statement he said it 
will all come out in the trial. “I am justi- 
fiable in shooting Lanier and will come out 
all right in the end.” 

Lanier is lying at once of the boarding 
nouses at Decatur in a dying condition.

LANIER’S DYING STATEMENT. 
The statement reads:

Perry came out 
there Sunday looking for me7I saw him 
standing at the gate. 

I got on the train at Decatur this 
morning going to Ingleside.

When the train stopped at Ingleside I 
jumped off the train. Perry shot at

“We were both brought back in the 

While standing 

with my back turned in the court house 
he shot me twice and I fell to the floor.”

Mrs. Perry was seen at her home on

anything. “I have nothing to say to the 
papers,” she said. 

Mrs. Perry had been notified of the 
shooting and from her appearance she 
seemed to take it indifferently. 

Perry has been looking for Lanier since 
Friday. As soon as Lanier received the 
letter from Perry telling him to leave At- 
lanta he did so..

THE BRITISH STEAMER KIRKSTALL 
HAS A HARD TRIP. 


Waves Continually Wash Over the 
Deck and the Cabins Are Flood- 
ed—The Cargo of Sugar May 
Re Injured. 


Boston, March 8:—The British steamer 
Kirkstall arrived Sunday from Dantzic, 
Germany. She was ten days’ overdue, the 
delay being caused by a succession of 
westerly gales and high seas from Feb- 
ruary 17th to March Ist. February 18th a 
tremendous sea boarded her, breaking the 
heavy iron stanchions running the entire 
length of the bridge deck and flooding the 
forecastle. 

The following day the seas continally 


‘flooded the decks’ so that it was dangerous 


to be about. At midnight a heavy sea 
broke in her port bow locker and flooded 
the decks. The cabin and forecastle were 
also flooded, the steward and his help be- 
ing obliged to bail out the cabin with 
buckets. : 

The bedidng, clothing and effects of the 
crew were completely drenched and the 
men were forced to leave their quarters 
and take up their abode in the boilerroom 
for the remaining sixteen days of the pas- 
£27e., 

On the 23d another enormous coraber 
swept over the ship, flooding the forward 
deckhouse, smashing in the lamproom, 
carrying away the bridge ladders and ven- 
tilators and starting the forward part of 
the charthouse.

ONB OF THE LARGEST CAPTURES 
EVER MADE IN GEORGIA, 


Hundreds of Gallons of Whisky Are 
Found by Deputy Collector Me- 
, Afee Near Bali Ground, Ga. 
Many Arresta Made.

On Saturday, near Ball Ground, in Cher- 
okee county, Deputy Collector J. M. Mc-

stills held less than 180 gallons. All the 
stills were in operation. They also found 
6,000 gallons of beer and forty gallons of 
whisky. 

There were three men at the distilléry 
at work. 

The same officers seized another distil- 
lery the same day not far from the big 
onc. The still in the small outfit was a 
12% gallon still and about 2,400 gallons of 
beer and one man were captured.

“Tt was understood between Harwood 
and myself that I should continue to use 
his name to conceal.his part in the plot.”

THE QUESTION OF AUTONOMY 


Berlin. March 8.—The differences as to 


the amount of autonomy to be accorded to 
Crete follow the divergent lines of policy 
soen in early Greco-Cretan negotiations. 

Thee German and Russian governments 
propose limited constitutional rights for 
the Cretans, with a large tribute to the 
porte and gendarmerie, one-fourth of 
which should be Moslem. The governor 
general, according to these powers, should 
be nominated at Constantinople under ap- 
proval of the powers. 

The English, French and Italian govern- 
ments, on the other hand, propose almost 
entire autonomy, the governor to be elected 
by the Cretan assembly, which would be 
elected by something like popular «:uffrage 
and have full contre! of gendarmerie and 
other matters relating to internal order. 

A plebiscite en the question of union 
with Greece was scouted at Berlin, proba- 
bly because it was believed that no honest 
plebiscite was possible in Crete. The vith-

SEHPCRETARY M’ GILL TALKS. 

A repretentative of The Evening Con- 
stitution called upon Mr. W. L. McGiil, 
secretary »f the Southern States Freight 
Association, this morning and asked him 
regarding «he protest which the merchants 
and other business men of Atlanta pro- 
pose to send up. Mr. McGill said: 

“Atlanta is enjoying the.same freight 
rates today that she has since April, 1894, 
when the present tariff sheets went into 
effect. There has only been one change 
since that time, arid that was in August, 
1891, when a reduction was made in grain 
rates of-% cents on the hundred pounds, 
which redaction has remained ever since. 

“TI know very little about the fight, which 
Chattanooga has been making for lower 
rates, but twelve years ago that city made 
a test case of it and the railroads won the 
suit.” 

The most fortunate city in the south re- 
garding railroad rates is Nashville, which 
today enjoys about a 25 rer cent better rate 
than either Atlanta or Chattanooga, al- 
though it is much farther away than eith- 
er of the other places which are hamed, 
It is claimed that that city having wa- 
ter competition allows it to secure better 
rates, but such an excuse is not received 
with much impression in Atlanta. 

The merchants of this city believe that 
they are being discriminated against, and 
they propose to wage a battle for lower 
rates whieh the railroads cannot help but 
feel. They want lower rates and they 
propose to have them. 

At the meeting on Wednesday the situa- 
tion will we discussed at length and some 
action taktn looking to bringing the com- 
plaint to the attention of the railroads. 
If no relief is offered the auestion will be 
presented to the interstate commerce com- 
mission for action, and that body will be 
asked to try to have Atlanta given better 
rates than are n9w enjoyed.

MR. STUART AT NIGHT. 


Mr. Jones’s Assistant Preached at the 
Tabernacle to a Very Large 
Crowd. 


At the tabernacle last night the Rev. 


‘George Stuart preached the sermon. It

“That day a medal, for which there was 
a close contest, was won by that young 
man, and it was the custom for the winner 
each year to place it around the neck of 
his sweetheart and she was afterwards 
crowned queen of the commencement ball. 
They placed that medal tied with a blue 
ribbon in this poor young man’s hand. 
They watched to see what he would do with 
it. Through the crowd he went until he 
reached the side of an old woman in a 
fadéd calico dress, and he threw the blue 
ribbon over the sunbonnet and thé glorious 
badge of honor around his mother’s neck.”

The Injunction Suit Comes Up for Final 
Disposition in Norfolk 
Wednesday. 


JUDGE HUGHES WILL DECIDE 


Many Atlanta Lawyers Will Leave Tu- 
morrow To Be Present at Hearizug 
of Celebrated Rate War Case. 


A VERY IMPORTANT SUIT 


Affects the Fate of Future Rate Wars 
im the South—Means the End of the 
Fight Between the Seaboarl and 
Fight Between the Seaboard and 
‘World Are Watching the End of the 
Famous Litigation. 


The litigation in the celebrated rate war 
case which was waged last fall between 
the Seaboard Air-Line and the Southern 
railway will be brought up for final Mispo- 
sition at Norfolk next Wednesday. 

The style of the case is the Safe Deposit 
and Trust Company, of: Baltimore, and 
the Baltimore Trust and Guaranty Com- 
Pany against the Seaboard and Roanoke 
Railroad Company, Norfolk and Carolina 
Railroad Company, Wilmington and Wel- 
don Railroad Company, Columbia and Au- 
gusta Railroad Company, Southern Rail- 
way Company, Florence Ratlroad Com- 
pany, Northeastern Railroad Company, 
Manchester and Augusta Railroad Com- 
pany and H. 8S. Haines, commissioner of 
the Southern States Freight Association. 

The complainants are holders of the 
bonds and securities of the Seaboard and 
Roanoke Railroad Company, and as such 
they brought suit to stop the reckless slash 
of rates which was being made by the 
railroads which are made defendants to 
the bill. 

The war was ruinous to their interests 
and they saw that if it was continued 
it would end in bankruptcy for the com- 
panies which were engaging in It. 

The bill was filed before Judge R. W. 
Hughes, of the United States circuit court 
for the Eastern district of Virginia. 

In granting the prayer of the bill the 
railroads were restrained and enjoined 
from putting into effect any cut rates or 
reductions and were ordered to restore the 
rates which were in effect over the various 
lines prior to September 4th of last year, 
when the rate war began. 

SET FOR MARCH 10TH. 

The case was first set for hearing before 
Judge Hughes at Richmond on the Mth of 
last October, but it was postponed at that 
time and set down upon the calendar to 
be called at Norfolk on the 10th tot this 
month. 

The attorneys in the case representing 
the various roads who are made defend- 
ants In the suit have been busy for several 
weeks preparing papers in the case, and 
they will assemble at Norfolk tomorrow in 
order to be ready to appear before the 
court when the case fs called. 

Among the attorneys from Atlanta who 
will be present is Mr. Alex King, of the 
law firm of King & Spalding, who goes to 
represent ‘the Seaboard Air-Line. It is also 
more than probable that Messrs W. H. & 
E. R. Black will go to represent the in- 
terests of the Southern States Freight As- 
sociation 

Colonel W. A. Henderson, general coun- 
sel of the southern railway, will be pres- 
ent, as will also attorneys representing tre 
various other railroads which are made 
defendants to the suft. 

As the IKtigation now stands the rail- 
roads Which are named in the suit cannot 
enter into a rate war were one to be de- 
clared by ‘their competitors in the terri- 
tory which they pass through. 

DECISION MEANS MUCH. 

If the injunction is dissolved the rail- 
roads will be left free to do as they please 
in the matter of cutting rates, but on the 
other hand if it is continued and made 
permanent it will place. an end to rate 
wars in the south, so far as these railroads 
are concerned, for the reason that to in- 
dulge in one would be in direct contempt 
of the United Staites court, and the rail- 
roads through their official heads could be 
severely dealt with for so doing. 

The fight originated with the Seaboard 
Air-Line and the rates were met bv the 
Southern railway. The war was the worst 
which has ever been waged between the 
two corporations and attracted widespread 
attention in railroad and commercial cir- 
cles all over the country. 

The present suit has an important bear- 


ing upon the case, and a final decision of 


the court will be awaited with great in- 
terest by every rafiroad official in the 


United States.

Old Time Journalism 
In the City of Atlanta. 


In my youthfdl days the Atlanta news- 
papers, in my eyes, were models of jour- 
nalism, as they have been ever since. 

They were then characterized by a calm, 
restful repose to which they have since 
been strangers. There was no hurry and 
worry in the work of conducting them. In 
that delightful era it was possible for’a 
manyto edit one of our dailies, and devote 
three-fourths of his time to other lines of 
business. 

The readers of the old Atlanta newspa- 
pers were not unreasonable or impatient. 
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They knew that it required time to get the 
news and present it in a readable shape, 
and they waited without kicking. 


Two prominent citizens might meet and 
shoot each other down in front of a news- 
paper office, but nobody expected that the 
paper would have a full account of the 
difficulty on the following morning. In 
fact, such promptness would have been 
considered very bad taste. 

Our leading journalists at that time al- 
lowed murders and shooting scrapes to 
pass almost unnoticed. They simply men- 
tioned such matters briefly, and remarked 
that comment would be improper, as the 
courts would doubtless take proper action 
in ‘tthe premises. This saved space and 
trouble, an dthe people got their news by 
attending the trial of the cases. 

The editors of the leading papers at 
that time were well-equipped journalists, 
but their -field - -was--mainly ‘confined: to 
their sanctums, wher@ they entertained 
their. visitors, discussed the issues of the 
day, and related the news stories of the 
week. : 


Those were the ideal days of Atlanta 
journalism. No communication was ever 
left out, and the contributor always re- 
ceived a complimentary edjtorial notice. 

Subscriptions and advertising rates. were 
high, but as they were not collected, but 
simply charged on the books, the public 
did not consider them oppressive. 

No difficulties occurred between the edl- 
tors and their readers, because the high- 
toned conduct of the papers made such 
misunderstandings impossible. When there 
was any trouble it was between the editors 
who periodically denounced one another 
as cowards, liars, poltroons and scoundrels. 
Challenges always followed, and the hor- 
blooded journalists vigorously kept up a 
correspondence until their differences were 
satisfactorily settled under the code. 

The managing editors of those times were 
gentlemen who had enjoyed a varied ex- 
perience. It was a rare treat to hear them 
relate their stories of travel and political 
adventure, and they were also up to date 
in literary and dramatic matters. 

How in thunder these genial and capable 
journalists managed to survive, the good 
Lord only knows, but I have heard that 
they succeeded in getting along by selling 
two or three niggers at the end of each 
year. 

This was better, of course, than the 
other expedient of bothering the sub- 
scribers. 


Those were the golden days of poets. No 
poetry was rejected. This was a standing 
rule, and, if the verses needed overhauling, 
they were revised by the editors and the 
authors were duly complimented. 

No scandals were printed. A shocking 
affair might come to light in social circles, 
but the newspapers never contained a hint 
of it. The citizens understood this perfectly 
and quietly trotted. up to the editorial 
sanctums, where they obtiined the latest 
information from the lips of the discreet 
journalists themselves. 

There was no rivalry about circulation, 
and no sworn statements. 

Such singular and uncalled for business 
devices would have provoked a hostile cor- 
respondence. 

A quarter of a column of telegraphic 
news was the average for a daily news- 
paper before the war, and the city news 
more than a column. But in 
national and state matters our journals 
loomed up tremendously. as 


The journalists of that day differed from 
those of ours in another particular. 

They followed the custom of their se, 
at that time, and it was a rare thing fo 


evil yesterday afternoon, and as I stood 
in that great building and watched the 
flow of humanity eagerly searching for 
seats and comfortable and advantageous 
places, that they might hear the preacher, 
the thought came that surely the power of 
oratory, wit and sarcasm possessed by 
man is unbounded. What keen thrusts’ 
and blinding sarcasms he uttered, and how 
cleverly did he entertain the vast con- 
course, maddening the people by his caus- 
tic abuse, yet overpowering them with his 
good humor, and in the end causing them 
to forget the feeling of resentment which 


crept over them as Mr. Jones roundly de- * 


nounced Atlanta and Atlanta people, his 
hearers proud of the former and a part of 
the‘ latter. . : ’ : 

Few men, if any, can speak so plainly, 
yet leave the hearer in perfect humor and 
glad of the hearing. No,man can .tell 
where Mr. Jones’s’ secret power lies. Cer- 
tain it is that he possesses it. Endowed 
with a rich and changing flow of humor, 
pathos and eloquence of the care ‘sind, he: 
throws hot shot in the ears of his audience 
and brings home to them their petty weak- 
nesses, small vices and evil though*‘s; but 
it is all absorbed and taughed away with- 
ou* the desire on the part of the hearer to 
resent the thrust. Those criticised the more 
sevcrely enjoy the [reacher ‘the more, 
seeming to take delight in his pointed and 
personal remarks, apparentiy taking. Mr. 
Jores in a semi-humorous manner and 
boldly and indifferently pleading guilty of 
the things charged, although if confronted 
perscnally with such accusations by any 
other man he would be met with personal 
resentment and, perhaps, a weapon. It 
seems that Mr. Jones’s hearers expect to be 
criticised when they go and they brace up 
and take it alike. 

Mr. Jones is not an ordinary man. He is 
a wonder. Other great preachers have 
held forth at the great tabernacle and in 
our religious edifices and they have been 
greeted by immense and eager ihrongs, but 
there is an indescribable, strange and ir 
resistible desire on the part of Atlantians 
to see and hear Sam Jones, and never was 
that feeling more plainly exemplified than 
on yestercay afternoon, when the ‘hou- 
sands of people eagerly, but unsuccessfully, 
sought admission to the building to Heten 
to Mr. Jones’s opening broadside. There 
was bitter disappointment depicted on the 
faces of those unable to get within hearing 
distance of the preacher, and in seeming 
inability to leave the vicinity hundreds 
stood about the streets near the taberna- 
‘cle waiting to get a glimpse or word with 
Mr. Jones after the sermon. It was pdain 
that the record of Mr. Jones in drawing 
a crowded house on the occasion of his lest 
visit is to be equaled ahd perhups sur- 
passed during the present series. 

With the prospect ahead of continued

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BOYS’ HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING. 
Where the Sessions of the Boys’ High School Are Held. 


The Boys’ Night school is an adjunct to 
the public schools of Atlanta, and propor- 
tionate to Its size, it is ag important as any 
school in Atlanta. 

Its position can easily be appreciated. It 
aims to reach those boys who, by the nec- 
essity of having to work, are deprived from 
obtaining the education they would have 
under different circumstances. 

Upon this point the rules of the school 
are strict and carefully carrief out. It is 
very clearly stated that no scholar is not 
a working boy. Allowance is liberally 
made, however, for any who have just 
left a position and who intend to procure 
& new one as soon as they can. Such a 
boy’s course is not interrupted and he is 
But even with such 
& one, if it is seen that he is not likely

to be prevented from attending a day 


school soon, he is requested to transfer to 
one. In short, the school is for a certain 
class which is a large and worthy one, and 
every effort is being made to see that they 
enjoy its privileges and are not crowded 
out by any for whom it is not intended. 

The advantage this school has to those 
who go to it is very great. It helps them in 
all ways, making them more valuable to 
themselves and to their employers and put- 
ting them in a condition to gain a better 
living and a higher one. 

On this score, latitude is allowed in re- 
gard to age, the narrow limits of the rules 
are not positively adhered to and with 
commendable liberality any one who pre- 
sents -himself and shows a real and 
earnest desire to gain an education is not 
refused because he is nominally too old. 

As to what it proposes to teach its 
scholars, the principle is explained as a 
good fundamental education. 

The ordinary branches, reading, writing, 
spelling, arithmetic and the like, are pur- 
sued to a reasonable length and the scholar 
who profits by the course for three or four 
years will certainly not come under the 
stigma of being ignorant. 

No. certificate of graduation is given, 
however, and the lack of value such a 
paper would have to a boy, in the very 
nature of the case, who is not In a position 
to keep up his education further, is easily 
seen. ‘- 

The Boys’ Night school has its aims clear- 
ly defined, and it adheres to them closely. 
It is to make self-supporting boys more 
useful to themselves and others, and this 
it does. : - 

The attendants of the school are drawn 
from the various businesses in which boys 
are employed—from the large stores, the 
business and newspaper offices and many 
from the telegraph company’s services. 

To appreciate what sort of boys attend 


——— 


: 


this institution, it must be understood that 
its scholars are those who work hard all 
day and who give up the natural hours of 
leisure to improving themselves. Such a 
class of boys one would expect to find stu- 
dious and ambitious, and such they are. 
They show their right to respect by this 
commendable endeavor and in their classes 
they are earnest and concentrated in the 
pursuance of the wish to gain knowledge. 

Many of the features of an ordinary 
school are lost in this one, and in their 
piace is an unusually developed desire to 
learn that is very evident. 

The work these scholars’ do Is very re- 
markable. Their session lasts each even- 
ing for less than three hours, and it would 
be manifestly unfair to expect these boys 
to study at home, but, nevertheless, in this 
short time the boys learn very much of 
that which the scholars in the other schools 
do in their longer hours. This can only be 
done with the aid of that earnestness and 
concentration which is so evident among 
them. 

In speaking of the character of the schol- 
ars, the principal pointed out that they 
were not only ambitious and earnest» boys 
but also ones who were moraliy of a high 
order. 


This is illustrated by the boys volun- 
tarily electing a chaplain to open the 
meetings of their literary society, which 
convenes every Friday night, with prayer 
and to close .t in the same way. 

Professor W. A. Bass, who is the as- 


sistant superintendent of the schools,’ is 


the principal of this institution, and he has 
as his assistants Miss Mary Johnson and 
Miss Ruth Perrine. 


As each of the teachers has to preside 
over more thar a. single class, the divis- 
ion of work is made, giving to the prin- 
cipal the highest, the eighth grade and the 
seventh and a'so a part of the sixth. 

Miss Johnson hag the rest of the sixth 
grade and also the fifth, While Miss Per- 
rine has the fourth, third and second. 

There is no first grade, as that one in the 
usual classification is for children who are 
teo young to be laboring for their daily 
bread. 

The Boys’ Night school was organized in 
1890, seven years ago. Dr. J. MckF. Gaston, 
Jr., was the first principal, but he occupied 
the position for but a single year. 

Professor A. N. Wilson, who .is now at 
the head of the Marietta street school, 
succeeded Dr. Gaston for a year, and then 
the present principal took hold and has 
continued In the position of principal ever 
since. 


M&he school's first location was in rooms 
on Alabama street, which it rented. It 
soon moved to the Boys’ High school build- 
ing, then next door to the place where the 
Equitable building now stands, and after 
the latter school rnoved into the edifice it 
now occupies the Night school went with 
it and has three large rooms in the base- 
ment of that building. 

The enrollment of students this year 
since Christmas has been 121, and the 
average attendance nightly is very good, 
the teachers always using just allowance 
for any whose occupation keeps them at 
their place of business any night. 

The literary society of the school is 
quite a feature, ani the boys take a great 
interest in tt. They learn through it par- 
Hamentary law and how to recite and de- 
bate, and the knowledge that it gives them 
is valuable and lasting. 

The good that is teing done by this school 
is great, and the encouragement the pupils 
ought to receive should not be stinted, for 
they ‘are not quite the average school 
boys but ones who realize the carnestness 
of life and try to put themselves in po- 
sition to get the most from it and give the 
m.ost to it.

RAILROADS MADE PURCHASES , DOXOLOGY AND TEARS TODAY 


Some Fluctuations Still in Prices, but 
the Market Is Now Compara- 
tively Steady. 


A GREAT INCREASE IN BUSINESS 


Within the Last Two Weeks the Steel 
Trade Has Been 40 Per Cent Larger 
Than the Shipments of the Correée- 
sponding Period Last Year. 


New York, March 8.—A representative of 
one of the large western steel companies, 
who has been in New York for the past 
few days that the flurry in steel rails is 
practically over. The big companies have 
made about all of the contracts at low 
prices that they care to make and rates 
are now moving upward. 

Half a dozen large contracts were closed 
last week, prices from 580 cents to $1 higher 
than the same quality of rails could have 
been bought three weeks ago. The same 
buyers are supposed to have been waiting 
for a further reduction in the price. Most 
of the railroads, however, have completed 
their purchases. 

Standard section steel, rails are quoted 
in the New York market at $18 and $20 
at the mill. 

In Philadelphia the wominal price is $20, 
but the rails are freely offered for less, 
and in Chicago there is Httle stability about 
the market, the market price being $12 to 
$24. 

Several of the western railroads are still 
negotiating for lots of from 6,000 to 15,000 
tons. The breaking up of the steel pools 
has been followed by a much wider range 
of trade in steel rails, billets and bessemer 
pig than has been known for several 
months. 

From Pittsburg comes the information 
that within the last two weeks the steel 
trade has been 40 per cent larger than the 
shipments of the corresponding period of 
last year. 


OTIS SMITH’S UNIQUE BILL 


COMMISSIONER ADAIR REFUSES TO 


APPROVE SMITH’S JAIL EXPENSES. 


Says the Imprisonment of Smith Was 


Illegal, and Sheriff Nelms Is Now 
Out Just $2.04 for Smith’s 
Board. 


The jail costs resulting from the incar- 
ceration of Otis Smith will not be paid 
by the county commissioners. 

This was forecasted in The Evening Con- 
stitution several days ago. 

When the bills were presented the finance 
committee for approval one of the bills 
for the care of the jail and the feeding of 
the prisoners was for $2.94, and opposite 
the amount was placed the name of Otis 
Smith. 

This bill was presented by Sheriff Nelms, 
who always places the jail account before 
the commissioners for their approval. 

“I don’t care to approve the bill,” said 
Chairman Adair. “I understand it is pre- 
sented on account of the confinement of 
Otis Smith. I have not regarded the im- 
prisonment of the young man as li!ewal 
and I do not think he was released legally. 
For these reasons I decline to approve the 
bill for my part.” 

Other members of the seteatdinn were 
of the same opinion and when the bills 
were approved this particular item was 
left off and will be lost to the sheriff's 
office. .

Bosche, Who Is Held Responsi- 
ble for the Trouble. 


SAY HIS ACTS WERE DISASTROUS 


Meeting Held in Savannah Yesterday 
at Which It Was Clear That the 
League Could Not Be Organised—No 
Baseball in the South This Year. 


The Southeastern League is busted. 

The doxology was sung by Judge Blood- 
worth and a tear shed in memory by 
President Moyers of the Atlanta club, this 
morning. ' 

If Atianta plays ball anywhere it will be 
a mirachke. There is a sorrowful lovk on 
the faces of the Atlanta directors who 
have worked like Trogans to make the 
league a success. 

There is just cause for wrath, and there 
is plenty of wrath. Mr. Dick Bosche, ex- 
president of the Southeastern League, is 
being roasted from Louisiana to South 
Carolina. There is not a state between 
these two who have not laid a tribute at 
his feet. 

“If you want to know the reason the 
league has gone under.” said one of the 
prominent officials this morning, “it is sim- 
ply this, Bosche!"" and the words were 
spoken with emphasis. 

“There has never been a vestige of a 
Southeastern League, yet we were told that 
it was in the very best of condition. It 
was not until February that we knew any- 
thing about the true status of affairs. 

“Mr. Bosche was at the head of the 
league. He made his reports to the differ- 
ent clubs and they were most favorable. 
We relied on his reports and we have 
been fooled. 

“In September the Suvutheastern League 
is supposed to have been formed. Nick 
Young was notified by President Bosche 
that it was in a flourishing condition. 

“There was a meeting held in Charles- 
tof, the first official meeting of the league. 
Here all of the clubs were supposed to 
have been represented. From the speech 
made by Mr. Bosche at this meeting every- 
body was assured of the success of the 
league. 

“It was not until February of 1897 that 
we learned the true state of affairs. We 
then began work to try and do what 
Bosche said he had done. We held meet- 
ings in nearly every city in which there 
was a club. We have made strenuous ef- 
forts to carry the league through, but we 
were so badly handicapped by the selfish- 
ness of Bosche that ft was impossible. 

“Atlanta had a franchise in the Southern 
League. We had good prospects of a base- 
ball season Bosche showed his mighty 
hand and broke up the Southern by form- 
ing the Southeastern. 

At the meeting held in Savannah yester- 
day we learned that this club refused to 
join in with us and this broke up the foir 
league clubs. 

“TIT have just received a telegram from 
Henry Powers and he says there is no 
Southern league; that all of the teams have 
been released.” 

This is the end of the baseball season. 
There will be a meeting this afternoon at 
4 o’clock and the final settlement of the 
finances of the defunct Southeastern 
League will be effected.

“ef women who go forth to fight mén and 
poverty and dependence, Too many work- 
ers of both genders neglect luncheon be- 
cause of expense, and to these a word of 
warning is at all times proper and friendly. 

“The other afternoon Eve found herself 
among a set of young women who sub- 
sist themselves by working in stores. One 


girl remarked that she was hungry, not 


‘having broken her fast since her early 
breakfast. ‘You oughtn’t to do that, Ma- 
mie,’ said one of her companions; ‘my ma 
always does up a cold biscuit and a slice of 
ham, or if there is no ham, a lump of but- 
ter and a hard-boiled egg.’ 

“If you don’t want to get hungry,’ said 
a sallow girl with cavernous eyes, ‘stuff 
with a nickel’s worth of Turkish delight 
or a praline. You can’t get a lunch for 
5 cents, and yet it will give you that de- 
Sired feeling of fullness if expended the 
way I advise you.’ 

“Another of the party announced that she 
Spends a nickel a day on cream puffs, and 
She had done so since she was a tiny 
schoolgirl, varying the substantive oecas- 
ionally with pie, which was a sure enough 
‘filler.’ 

“For a long thine patient nature submits 
to such indignities put upon her; the 
stomach is a muscle and a tough one, but 
is composed of human tissues after’ all. 
‘The stomach, like to the berated worm, 
literally will turn after a while, illustrat- 
ing to its proprietor a lesson on the limt- 
tations of durability. ‘Nervous prostra- 
tion,’ dyspepsia, general break downs so 
aptly and minutely detailed in the adver- 
tisements of the nostrums, and even liver 
complaints and ‘malaria’ are often enough 
resultant from the abuses inflicted upon 
the hard-working engine inside of us. Oh, 
you girl with the sallow, bloodless face 
and the boast that you are sustained by 
Turkish delight and a praline, eat beef and 
mutton that contains good red blood. Take 
also fats and starchy foods that will pro- 
duce heat. The stout and flabby girl with 
the epidemics of cream puffs and pie— 
while there is yet time, you are abjured to 
consume meats, salads, green vegetables, 
fresh fruit, and do not either of you de- 
pend upon strong tea or coffee to sustain 
you.at the noon hour, This stereotyped 
refreshment of women—a cup of tea and a 
piece of toast—is a poor standby for a 
worker.

MARTINELLI HERE 


HIS GRACE PASSED THROUGH THE 
(CITY ON HIS WAY NORTH. 


He Talks Yntérestingly of His Visit 
to New Orleans and Regretted 
Very Much That He Could 
Not Stop Off Here. 


His grace, Monsigneur Martinelli, accom- 
panied by Papal Secretary F. G. Rooker, 
passed through Atlanta this morning at 


11:40 o’clock. 

They left New Orleans last night and his 
grace had hoped to be able to remain in 
Atlanta sevéral hours, but on account of 
railroad connections, the stop over was 
abandoned and the party left for Wash- 
ington on the Southern vestibule at noon. 

The West Point vestibule was -net by a 
committee of prominent Catholics of the 
city, and Monsignor Martinelli was urged 
to stop over. He stated that he would be 
happy to do so, but as the next train left 
at midnight and as he was anxious 10 reach 
Washington as early as possible, he would 
have to decline. 

“We have had a most delightful trip to 
the south,” said Papal Secretary Rooker. 
“The only objection I have found with the 
south is that the weather is roo warm and 
as a consequence I have tne grip _nd his 
grace has a bad cold.

Therefore, he will not enter upon the work 
of appointment just now—not until con- 
gress has completed its work—and by that 
time he will know who is most deserving 
of: patronage at his trands. 

There will be somewhat a.repitition of the 
scenes of Cleveland’s extra session, when 
the president dissipated possible opposition 
by the favors in his power to bestow, If 
there are in congress republicans not will- 
ing to go the whole length of protection, 
they will be out of the-deal. If there are 
any who regard the money question supe- 
rior to that of the tariff, they will never 
secure a place by the soup bowl; and as 
for the Palmer democrats, they are out of 
consideration, for by the time. that Presi- 
dent McKinley has got his republican ma- 
jority in workable shape there will not be 
left even a doorkeeper’s place in Washing- 
ton for superserviceable friends on the 
outside who have no congressional votes 
to deliver. 

In a word..President McKinley has legis- 
lative schemes to accomplish. He intends 
to use the power and prestige of his of- 
fice to accomplish it. 

In the meantime the men who want to 
be consuls and Uniced States marshals and 
district attorneys and all that sort of thing, 
may as well go home,.for they will. only 
have their hotel expenses for their pains 
in staying in Washington.

They thought Brooks was in this dis- 
guise to decoy the officers from his home, 
where Bud Brooks was supposed to be. 

George Brooks said later that he was go- 
ing in disguise to inform Bud of the pres- 
ence of the officers.

Bud Brooks has said that he was close 
enough to smell the cigar smoke of the 
posse at Boggs’s, and it is thought that 
if the posse had watched George Brooks 
they could have located Bud that night.
